Fragments from the Writings of 
Count Tolstoy. 



The ulni placed before- man iu in- 
finity Is inaccessible to Dim, but the 
direction to attain it is accessible. 



No lif» has fifoiue except that which 
has for Its aim to serve God, to serve 
to the accomplishment of the work 
of God, Inaccessible to lis. 



The . doctrine of Christ is become 
to nw the most comprehensible, has 
itiuck mn most, when I have under- 
stood clearly that my life does not 
belong to me, that it is His Who gave 
It to me, and that the aim of life Is 
not In me, but In His will, which must 
be known and fulfilled. That haa 
tompletnly transported nie. 



A. very ordinary error is the belief 
that the aim of life is to serve men 
and not God. it in «nly !n scrviss 
God, that is to say in dolne His will, 
that one can he sure of not doing 
what Is useless, and tbere is no altern- 
ative. G.od has given us His Spirit, 
love, and reason to serve Illm, and 
we are emplojlng th^ii iu our ct-t, 
service. 

For myself, the meeting of life con- 
r.'.cis sacIu3l"T=!y in serving God, by 
saving men f-ors sin iud suitering. 
A terrible tuiss it ■» Lliat in trying to 
divine the read by which God wants 
to accomplish this, one deceives him- 
self, makes hasto, and instead of 
helping, prevents or hlndars. The 
only way not to be deceived Ik not ic 
go ahead, but to await the call of 
God, to await the situation in which 
one will ho able to act clearly only 
for God or against God, and In these 
cases one must gather together all 
the forees of his soul to aet for Him.

Look after your own business. Do 
no mueu uf LUe aclual work jwi'nwli 

all the details connected with It. When 
the work Is done by others, sec that 
It Is property carried out. 

Be Just and kind to thoso whom you 
employ. Devolve responsibility upon 
them 33 they are able to bear it, and 
enronragH tliHin hy giving them a 
share in your profits. 

Know, at all times, your financial 
position ; do not live in a fool's Para- 
dise. Keep your e»5«nse° dov:.™.. 
Have no dobts. Pay cash for your 
goods, and sell for cash In return. 

Give God K1b aharo, Scrupulously 
observe this rule. The tenth is a 
Scriptural and helpful minimum, tt 
has heen urged by some that the sons 
and daughters of God should give Him 
their all, and that to fls a tenth is. to 
firrrtlsu £ *iiQ22~£-2''™™ fo? benevol- 
ence. This argument, however, ■ the 
General' answers in the closing portion 
of his article :— :■ . . 

THE TENTH IS A PRACTICAL 
PLAN. 

Bui is not the notion of giving all 
you have to God also capablo of 
abuse ? Indeed, when you come to the 
practical, application of the Idea, does 
It not usually term Inatw In a dreamy ' 
sentlmentallsm ? In tho. first, place, 
the working of ir out.Ia impossible. 
It cannot, vvlth the best IntentioiiSibB. 
translated into tact. -Take a man : 
with a. wife and five children, and an 
Income- of. thirty shillings : per Week, 
if he literally acts upon this prlnelple, ' 
he willglve the whole tllirty shillings, 
and have nothing left for the feeding, 
clothing, housing, fmd all the ; other 



needs o£ hie family ' That woulr! 
constitute his first duty. But It will 
he assumed that he must retain what, 
In his Judgment, he feels to be neees- 
sary for those puipoiea— which la iu 
say that he will probably retain all, 
or nearly all, of the thirty shillings ; 
with which retention the giving of his 
all to Uod comes to an end. 

Further, I have already said, and 
now repeat, that the giving of all in 
this literal sense usually leads to mere 
setitimentaiism, neither useful to God 
nor man. I once know a gentleman — 
and he Is only an example of any 
number of the same class of people 
who have come under my observation 
— who was ever harping on the Blrin^ 



. yet he died leavlnp; his family with 
nearly half-a-inilHon of money. 

FIX A STANDARD. 

No ; I say, nx your standard at 
what you eonecieniiousiy fuel to be 
the reasonable discharge of your duty 
In thla respect. Begin, we will say, 
where God instructed Moses and his 
Hock to begin — and tbey were poor 
enough in all conscience ! That Is. at 
the tithe. Lay aside a tenth of what 
you ascertain your gains to be, and 
give It to God. That will not prevent 
you going ahead of that amount. The 
Jew west far beyend It, for, In addi- 
tion to the tithes, he had collections 
and donations in constant recurrence. 
Work out your rule on a graduated scale, 
heglnnlng at the bottom with the 
tenth, and go on Increasing the pro- 
portion as God shall Increase your 
income. From a tenth, you can rise 
to an eighth, and go on to a fifth, and 
even still further, Make His glory 
your Joy, your conscience, your guide, 
and the salvation of men for time and 
.jternlty the supreme object for which 
you live, and trade, and everything 
else, and you will not go astray on 
UiiH oubject.

Colony, upon vhlch stands a fine old 
mansion, whi- h the General has de- 
cided to aiter and adapt ■ to Govern- 
mental requirements as an lnehrlatcs' 
Retreat, under what is known as the 

"uairjiiipxc .n.Ct" iu IDu^iand.

THE RETREAT DESCRIBED. 
■ "Hadlelgh Great House," or Victoria 
House, as It is now called, is situated 
at one end of the village of Hadlelgh, 
:.the npuDo itself Is part in the Parish 
of Hadlelgh, and part In Thundersley, 
and it la a very roomy building, cap- 
ablo of ; giving ample- accommodation 
.to seventy-five ' persons. The rooms 
are lofty and well-lighted, and the 
decorative color eheerful, yet restful. 
The bedrooms have been altered to 
take from three to six beds eaeh — the 
lnebrlata, in the earlier stages of tho 
cure, helng suhject to groat depression 
of spirits, the company of his fellows

The house Is secluded from the gaze 
of the traveler along the highway by 
a belt of fine treen of nnWent growth, 
and. as it stands in extensive =md 
well-wooded grounds, the view from 
the windows in each direction is 
charming. On the eetate there aiu 
grassy glades and pine plantations, 
where you hear the cooing of the 
wood-pigeons, and Intersprtod with 
shady avenues. There Is also a dis- 
used fish-pond, whose ancient glories 
are to be revived ; an old English 
garden, with its borders of box and 
o'd-fashloned flowers ; an extenslvo 
conservatory, and a large kitchen- 
garden occupying considerable space, 
and will afford employment for the 
patients. II. Is an ideai situation ior 
niicl-. a retreat, and Dr. Branthwalte, 
of the Home Secietarv's Department 
who has visited the place, highly ap- 
proves of both the bouse and the sit- 
uation. 

THE CURATIVE SYSTEM, 
In an irterestlng interview with Col- 
onal Lamb. thr. Governor of our Lind 
and Industrial Colony at Hadlelgh, 
who is also responsible for tho ad- 
ministration of affaire at the Inehri- 
ates' Home, wo gather tho following 
particulars concerning the system af 
curative troatment whleh will be prac- 
ticed : 

"First and foremost," said the Col- 
onel, "we shall rely upon the grace of 
God to deliver the patient from the 
bondage of his heaetment: For the 
flrnt thing to be done In brlni.ng about 
the deltVe ranee of a person from the 
thraldom of evil hshlta Is, In all easea, 
to get him to assume a right attitude 
with his Maker. That I& to Bay, he 



must, bn got to. Jove God. lie *ill :.: 
then struggle to overcome his evil bo- ' 
Eetments, because he knows tbey aid ' 
displeasing to the object of his affec- 
tions—God. He will also be taught to 
look to the RtronE- m r strength. H" : -' ""' 
lng thus got him in the disposition of 
mind to give up drink, n'nd to look to 
God for grace and power to quit him- 
self like a man In the hour of tempta- 
tion, the rest will be comparatively 
easy. 

"That Is, of roiirj?p, simply conver- 
sion, and we shall endeavor to effect 
it by surrounding the patient from the 
time he gets up till he goes to bed 
agalu with an atmosphere of cheery, 
sincere salvation, which, we know, by 
past experience, usually results in 
bringing tho uuregenerate into a re- 
pentant and contrite condition of soul 
before his Creator. 

p.hysical'culture. 

"Of course, we fully recognize that 
diuiikeiinesB is a matter of physical 
debility, &h well aa a moral weakness, 
and our curative system provides for 
the body, as well as the soul. 

"To begin with, we havn a nonsuit- 
ing physician, who linn mode a thor- 
ough study of inehriety, who is at 
the present time consulting physician 
to one of the most successful inebriate 
retreats. 

"Our dietary will he varied and 
wholesome, and the Epccial ueeds of 
the Inmates carefully studied. As the ' 
Inebriates cannot eat when drinking, 
it frequently happens that neither does 
be care for drink after a fuii meal. 
To ensure a good appetite, the inmates 
Will spend considerable time working 
In the open-air. 

"To counteract the awful fits of de- 
pression to whleh this class Is subject 
we shall endeavor to keep their minds 
agreeably occupied, and each ■amain 
win nM.ve to spend at least seven hours 
per day in some sert of .cmnIo;.-r,ieuL 

"Gardening, carpentering- poultry 
farming, will be the principal occupa- 
tions. As you will have ohnorved 
there is an extensive kiluhen-garden 
aiso a large flower-garden and conserv- 
atory. This occupation wii! oe out of 
doors, will be interesting, and such as 
most can work at. in addition, we 
intend re-stocking the fish-pond which . 
will also afford agreeable occupation 
for many. 

"As for recreation, there will be a 
well-stocked library and a plentiful 
supply of periodicals. Excursions and 
Pleasant evenings w jh a i ao lm nrsan . 
izea; In fact, with the varied re- 
sources of the Salvation Army to draw 
upon, it will be hard If we cannot- 
make it possible for tho Inmatea to 

n? a , brlgDt ' ~ ea!th '' -'* «»« 
whilst. under our roof."

We asked the Colonel how he would

' ..ell, desperate diseases require dos-

'"*Ve shali, of course, impress upon 
our patients at such time,, the faet 
that drunkenness Is quite as much a 
matter for Divine intervention ss of 
the curative system of the Retreat : 
ana, that when at cioue grips with 
the monster, they must look to God 
for atrencth to conquer, i am oarl . 
gulne enough to helleve that a com- 
bination of sound Salvation tombing 
IiMMithy employment, wholesome food| 
and a freedom from the slcht and 
smell of intoxicating liquors, will work 
miracles amongst these poor slaves 
of the glass. 

"An interview, In a widely-circulated 
London magaslnc, describes a certain 
nostrum for the cure of dipsomania, 
and In whleh the proprietor of the 
specific says, 'We cannot undertake to 
renew ;the Will, or regenerate the 
charaeter of our patleuts, but this 
Is just what we nape to ucL-ampIiuls 
by our system; to regenerate the' 
man's moral character, and renew a ' 
right spirit within him is our obioct--' 
for this la tho ouly 'safe cure.' "

During the early Methodist revival 
in the South, a wealthy Maryland 
planter was riding one day to one -n 
his plantations under a state of re- 
ligious awakening. He beard tbe 
voice of prayer and praliw Is a cubin, 
and, iisteulng, discovered that a negro 
from a neighboring state 'sras leading 
the devotions of his own slaves, and 
ofr^rtny fervent thanksgivings "or the 
McsElngs of their depressed lot. His 
heart was touched, and, with emotion 
he eicialmcd, "AIM, Lord, i have 
my thousands, and tens of thousands, 
and yet,

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All this time Mr. Booth had no 
definite plans for the future. From 
the first, he had been strongly opposed 
to the "uiuiauon ot anything like a 
separate organisation. The Drat idea 
was simply to get the people Baved 
and 

Send Them to the Churches. 
This, however, at the outset, proved 
impracticable. 

1st. They would not go when sort. 

2nd. They were not wanted. 

And 3rd. Some of them at leust 
were required to help lu the business 
of saving others. 

Thus was Mr. Booth and his band of 
workers driven to providing for their 
own converts. 

Ah the movemeut grew, it was Te- 
solved to constitute a mammoth 
working-men's society In tbe Bast End 
of London, and with smaller branches 
all round; but aB the mlsBion spread 
from one part of London to another, 
and then to the Provinces, It beeame 
accepted generally that their miBSton 
was to preach the Gospel to every 
creature, and matters were arranged 
accordingly. 

Mr. Booth believes that all the suc- 
cesses attending what has sinee be- 
come one of the most marvelous re- 
ligious movements in the history of 
the world, have gTown out of four 
simple principles. 

(1) Going to the people with the 
message of salvation. Out of thlB has 
grown a" our open-air operations, pro- 
cessions, bands, colors, uniform, and 
suchlike. 

(2) Attracting the people. This has 
originated the various placards, and 
all other attractive announcements. 

(3) Savins the people. Hence the 
services for "conversion, for holiness, 
tor consacritlon, for fiery baptisms of 
the Holy Ghost, and for heavenly en- 
joyment . 

(4) Our employment of the people. 
Out of Which has grown our varied 
classes of oSlcerB, opportunities for 
testimony, and tbe open door and con- 
tinued encouragement to every man, 
and every woman, and every child, to 
uhu ami eierCiSe wubihv6E gills tilcy 
may have received from God. for as- 
sisting Him in subduing and winning 
this rebellious world to Himself. 

Wo have seen how the General al- 
most drifted Into this great life-work, 
and nothing eould he more Important 
to those who would rightly nndurstand 
him, or the Army, than to hear In 
mind that nothing was pre-arranged, 
and that the huge Army of to-day has 
lather grows than been made. 

Commencing with the rormatlon of 
an East London Christian Hevival Sc- 
elety, soon tc he developed Into an 
East London Christian Mission, to he 
called the Christian MlEsion as soon 
as ItB first narrow boundary had been 
passed, the General seems only to 
have became ^2i-aallr reconciled i t , 
the Idea of any permanent organiza- 
tion or settled plan. He had, and, in 
fact, may he still said to have, only 
one absolute settled purpose— to save 
tbe largest possible number of the 
souls of the poor. 

A tent was good enough to begin 
with, hut It was blown down, and 
the people must meet somewhere ; 
therefore, they were Invited into tho 
curious little rooms, of which we have 
already spoken, until 

The Flret Real Headquarters 

was secured In the most suitable of 
all Imaginable localities, an old publie- 
houne in the Whitechapel Jioad, "The 
Eastern Star ! " What a name, and 
what a word of promlBc for the world, 
written on that old, vile public-house 
sign! 

Tbe cholera year will never be for- 
gotten by those who lived !n London 
at the time. The misery and poverty 
of East-End life was that year exhibit- 
ed lu eolors that ougttt not to have 
left an Intelligent nation to sleep on 
for almost another twenty years be- 
fore tho "hitter =ry" of millions of its 
poor, living under the very shadow of 
Its throne, should reach its ears, and 
the extremity of that East-End misery 
had a great deal to do with many of 
the arrangements In connection with 
the General's work, 

Tbe mind almost hecomes bewild- 
ered In attempting to reallzo all that 
was hegun In that one little East-End 
hall. Amongst tbe list of the engage- 
ments . figured not only a long list of 



open-air and Indoor preaching services, 
but class meetings, mothers' meetings, 
temperancs meetings. Ban«* of ±M>5e, 
tract distributors' meetlngB, Bible 
classes, exhorters' meetings, and child- 
ren's meetings. 

Not one of thla enormous variety of 
meetings was merely rushed over. 
Every department was 

Carefully, Laboriously, Tearfully 
Cared for 

by workers filled with the same spirit 
and feeling as their leader, who ever 
Incited them all to ever-increased ex- 
ertion. 

In nil, through all. and above all, 
salvation was alwayt* the Ideal kept 
in view in connection with all theso 
things, and whether a meeting was 
called a Bible claBB, a mothers' meet- 
ing, a Band of Hope, or a soup dis- 
tribution, it was pretty much the same 
—the outer arrangements might differ, 
but the one thing that^ anyone who 
ventured within the lines of the 
Mission must always expect was to be 
tackled about their souls. 

Ah aiauy aa. two thousand poor, fel- 
lows would visit 

The First Soup Kitchen 
in one day, most of them paying pen- 
nies for basins of boub. and. for sub- 
stantial food supplied at that price. 
Free breakfasts were given now and 
then, on Sunday morning, to people to 
whom tickets h&i bees tarriulb"' dis- 
tributed by men once of their own 
class, who carefully hunted them out, 
one by one, uctU ths tables wore 
crowded with tho poor, and maimed, 
and halt, and Wind. But after soup 
and after breakfast came pray«r r tfte 
prayer of men who meant to prevail, 
together with appeal upon appeal, urg- 
ing to Immediate Burrenier to God as 
the only remedy for their miseries, 
temporal and spiritual. Those prayers 
and appeals did prevail to the solva- 
tion of many. 

The visitation of sisters, who passed 
from room to room throughout the 
crowded tenement houses, quite aa 
eager for the chance to pray with the 
people anil lead them to Christ as for 
the opportunity to do good to their 
bsdisa by tie presentation of a soup 
ticket, told far beyond what w« Ottii 
calculate upon the souls of the mul- 
titude. 

As for mothers' meetings, we should 
not like to investigate too closely the 
question as to how many stitches were! 
put InU the garments, then In course 
of completion at those meetings In 
any given, tour. There is no doubt 
that many a. poor mother was enabled, 
with the aid of a few pence, carefully 
saved, to procure elothing, sbich 
would otherwise coat them many 
shillings. Be it said, however, that 
all the memories of these mothers' 
me=t!nsr; rc!at6 to mother this «nd 
sister that, who, after a great deal of 
persuasion, were induced to come to 
such-and-such a meeting, where they 
were got upon their knees and trans- 
formed Into lovers of the Lord before 
luey left the place. We should like 
to hear oi the establishment of mil- 
lions of mothers' meetings of that 
sort.

-i_^St=- In g ahout the streets, dirty and un- 

eavsd 1st, sufffriltg for wsnt m r .wi 
and elothlng, and. having experienced 
such blessed help in answer to prayer, 
he wondered If he could not, by tailing 
the matter to God. get all necessary 
assistance to help them. This took 
such a strong hold of his mind that 
In March, 1834, he founded the Insti- 
tution that was under tie coutroi, 
which bears the name, "The Scriptural 
Knowledge Institution, Home and 
Abroad." The ohject of this Institu- 
tion was to establish day and Sunday 
schools, circulate the Scriptures " 
among the poorest of the poor, make 
missionary efforts, and circulate re- 
ligious tracts, pamphlets, etc., among* 
believers and unbellovers, and be- 
friend orphans. At first he made God 
the patron of the Institution. There 
are at present under Its control some 
115 schools — ueveriii in Spain, India, 
and other parts of the globe — all sup- 
ported hy funds coming out of the 
Institution, which God has provided, 
and for s-hlch ho had never hsd to 
ask any man to the amount of one 
cent These US schools drew from 
the institution ?B0,fl00 a year, but all 
this vast sum was obtained through 
prayer and iaiih. In the circulation 
of the Holy Scriptures the work of 
the institution was sometblng unpre- 
cedented.. During ten years, between 
11,000 anfi 12,000 Bibles, and 67,000 
New Testaments, besides other por- 
tions of the Scriptures, bad been dis- 
tributed. 

Between three and four million 
tracts and pamphlets are distributed 
year hy year. More than seventy-e!' 
millions of books, pamphlets, etc.. 
have beRn given away ; staty-seven 
millions In various languages". As 
the result of this enormous circulation 
of wholesomo lltersture, a grent many 
papists, and thousands of others, have 
been saved ; while In tbe various 
Sunday and day schools, and orpbnn- 
ages, untold numbers of children and 
youtb havo been savingly converted 
to God. 

One Million (or Missions, 
On mission work throughout the 
world, he bas spent altogether about 
a million of dollars. But the support 
or the orphan was the particular ob- 
ject In view when the Institution was 
founded, and In that direction it has 
been eminently successful. It is now 
one of tbe largest institutions of the 
kind in the world. "He at first prayed 
for $5,000 to start the institution, and 
In doing so he expected to receive 
every cent without asking anyone for 
It. After four months he had enough, 
which came in small and large sums 
from various directions, and he rented 
. a house, and fitted It- up to afford a 
home for thirty children. On the 
day or tho opening, he sat !a hie 
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vestry to receive application for ad- 
mission, hut not one came. After 
some reflection, he remembered that 
he had asked far money, and house, 
and furniture, hut he had net prayed 
for orphans, and he at once humbled 
himself before God, and asked for 
orphans. Next morning one came, and 
Bince then more than 10,000 have been 
provided for. Within six months of 
the opening of the first home, he open- 
ed another, and soon after a third and 
a fourth, for girls and hoys." 

In his orphanage there are about, 
on an average, 2,250 children. None 
are admitted unlesG satisfactory oroaf 
can he given that they are legitimate 
as to their parentage, real orphans, 
and that they are aecdy. When they 
have come to a suitable age, they are 
furnished with an outfit, and appren- 
ticed to trades, or placed In situations, 
while very many of them are retained 
as teachers in the various day schools. 
His Orphanage Costc $230,000 Yearly. 

The support of tbe orphanage 
amounts to 3230,000 nuniinJlv, The 
milk hill amounts to $10,000 yearly ! 
He has sometimes paid out ss such as 
$27,500 In one day. "In all, Mr. Muller 
has received for his orphanage, and 
other works of a Christian and henev- 
otent kind, a tnini of s49.75.OOO, s.r-1 
he declares be never asked a human 
helng for a sixpence ! He has made It 
his uniform rule to go In prayer to 
Him Who has the hearts of all men 
In His hands, r,nd ask Him for all 
needed supply, and men have heen 
moved to givH it — snnif- ?|v|nj nni nt 
their ahundant wealth, and some out 
of their poverty. He has received as 
nigh as ?45.O0O In one donation, and 
scores of times $5,000, A principle of 
his has heen never to contract a debt 
In connection with his orphanage. 
Often the last sixpence has heea spent, 
and within a f£n hours either money 
must come, or starvation ; but the 
money came without fall, and never 
were the children sent hungry to hed." 

Hundreds ot times he has held two 
prayer meetings In a day with his 
helpers, beseeching God to send them 
supplies lor tbe next meal of iood tor 
the orphans, and In every case the 
Lord b=s graciously answered their 
prayer. In eleven years he had re- 
ceived live thousand answers to pray- 
er. In the coL-rse of his life he has 
received soEnn thirty thousand an- 
swers to nraye ■■■ within the same dar 
of asking, and that for some of the 
* 1 '' -3 he had tsen praying every day 
-fer thirty years, and the answer 
had not come ;a yet. He mentioned 
these things tc encourage Christians 
patiently to wait on God. He had re- 
ceived answerE after waiting fifteen, 
twenty, anu thi: '.7 yeuvt). Wueu iu iue 
deepest poverty, he nover gives any 
human helng tie least intimation of 
his needs, eltbe ■ by word or look, bui 
always carries *■ very matter, great and 
small, to God, and continually rejoices 
in the. Lord. He declares that his 
countenance never looks sad or anx- 
ious when in need, as he considers tbat 
would be dishonoring to God, and in- 
consistent with a perfect trust in Him. 
Taking God st His Word. 

He says : "When I first began allow- 
ing God to deal with me, relying on 
Him, taking Him at Hfs word, and 
set out, over half a century ago, simp- 
ly to rely on Him for myself, family, 
taxes, traveling expenses, and every 
other need, I rested on simple pro- 
mises. I found in the sixth ehapter 0! 
Matthew this passage, 'I 3ay unto you, 
take no thouKht for your life, what ye 
shall eat or what ye shall drink ; nor 
yet ior your body, what ye shall put 
on. 13 nut the life more tban meat, 
and the body more than raiment ? 
Behold the fowls of tbe air; for they 
sow not, neither do they reap, nor 
gather into barns, yet your Heavenly 
Father feedeth them. Are ye not 
mueh better than they ? Which of 
you, by taking thought, can add one 
cubit to his stature ? And why take 
ye thought for raiment 1 Consider 
the lilies of the field howHhey grow ; 
they toll not, neither do they spin. 
And yet I say unto yon that Solomon 
In all his glory was not arrayed like 
one of these. Wherefore, if God so 
clotho tbe grass of the ileld, which to- 
da" Is, and tomorrow Is cast Into tbe 



oven, shall He not much more clothe 
you, C ye of little faith T Nc man 
could by care and forethought array 
a lily. Put a flower under a micro- 
scope, a^rt you will say it has heen 
attired hy no other than the living 

saying, What shall we eat ? or, What 
shall we drink ? or, Wherewithal shall 
we be elotbed ? (for after all those 
do the Gentiles seek) ; for your Hea- 
venly Father knoweth that yc have 
need of all these things. But seek 
ye first the Kingdom of Gcd, and His 
righteousness ; and all these things 
shall he added unte you. Take, there- 
fare, no thought, for the morrow ; for 
the morrow shall take thought for the 
things of itself. Bumcieut unto the 
day Is the evil thereof.' 

"I believed the word. I rested on it 
nuu piautiucu it. I Luok God at His 
word.' A stranger, a foreigner In Eng- 
land, I know seven languages, E11 d 
might have used them, perhaps, as a 
means of remunerative employment, 
hut I had consecrated myself to 
lahor for the jjOrd. I put my reliance 
in the God Who has promised, and He 
has acted according to His word. I've 
lacked nothing — nothing. I have had 
my trials, my difficulties, and my 
empty purse, but my receipts have 
aggregated tens of thousands of dol- 
lars, while the werk has gone on all 
these years. 

The Lord His Burden-Bearer. 
"Now, this Is not, as some have said, 
because I am a man of great mental 
power, or endowed with energy and 
perseverance — these are hot the rea- 
sons. It is hecause I have sought God, 
and He bas cared for the institution, 
which, under His direction, has 117 
schools, with masters and miBtresses, 
and other departments. The difficul- 
ties in such an undertaking have been 
sigantic. but. I read that they th°.t D'.it 
their trust in iLe Lurii bhall not be 
ashamed. Many yearn a?o, a heloved 
brother came irom America to see me. 
and he expected to find me an oIJ 
man, helpless and decrepit, bowed 
down with burdens, and he wondered 
I did not look old. 'How is It," he 
said, 'that you kuep so young under 
such a load as you are carrying ?' 
'lily dear brother,' I Hold, 'r k.»„ „i. 
ways rolled the burdeu on the Lord. I 
do no!, carry one hundredth part ot 
it. The burden comes to me, and I 
roll It hack on Him.' I do not carry 
the burden, and now, In ray seventy- 
sixth year, I have physical strength 
and mental vigor for work as great 
as when I was a yuung man In the 
university, studying and preparing 
Latin orations. I am just as vigorous 
as at that t'Tiin. Hn= comes t|.| rt ? 
Because in the last half-century of 
labor I've been able, with the simplic- 
ity of a little child, to rely upon God. 
I have had my trlal H , but I have laid 
them upon God, land so It has come 
that I have been sustained. Day by 
day I cast my burdens on the Lord. 
This morning again sixty matters in 
connection with Lite church oi which 
I am pastor, I brought Before the Lord, 
Many persons suppose that it Is only 
about money that I trust the Lord in 
prayer. I do hrlng this money ques- 
tion before the Lord, but It Is only one 
out of the many thlnee I B neaJj to Ond 
about, and I find He helps. Often 1 
have perplexity in finding persons of 
ability and fitness for the various 
posts that I have supplied. Some- 
times weeks and months pass, and 
itey by iln.y, T hiw the matter before 
the Lord, and Invariably He helps. It 
Is so about the conversion of persons 
— prayer, sooner or later, Is turned 
Into nralso. Do not, however, expect 
tu aLtain full faith at once. All sur^li 
things as jumping Intn full exercise 
of faith in such things I discounten- 
ance. All such things go on in a ua- 
tural way. The little I have I did not 
obtain all at once."

Ensign Parker Drowned. 

Beyond the telegraphed statement 
of Ensign Parker's death, on Oct. 15th. 
we have not been able tn obtain any 
details of his last moments. He had 
been ill with typhoid (ever for some 
time, but his end, apparently, was not 
expected, 
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Ensien Joe Parker. 

Our depa: ted comrade was convert- 
ed at Gravenhunst, wheru he was a 
soldier of the local corps, and entered 
the Field as Cadet, at Perth, In May, 
1887, over fourteen years ago. After 
four stations — for In the early days 
changes of appointment were fre- 
qjient — be was- promoted to the rank 
of Captain, in August, 18B8, and sent 
in c,hare« nt Seeley's Day. From that 
timo untfl October, 1S97, he held 
twenty-four appointments in Central 
and East Ontario. He received his 
promotion to the rank of Ensign then, 
and continued in charge of Quetme 
corps ana Shelter with much success. 

In January, 1899, he was appointed 
G. B. M. Agent for East Ontario and 
Quehcc. and in this position be was 
very happy. Ho could conduct a very 
Interesting lantern service, or any 
other meeting, and bis visits were 
looked forward to with pleasure by 
the Field Officers. Only last January 
he went to the Eastern Province in 
the same capacity, and, with energy. 
set himself to the extension of the

CHAPTER II. 

TEMPERANCE. 

Forty Scientific Arguments Against 

the Alcoholic Habit. 

1. Alcohol is a Chemical Agent. — 
The chemiBt describes alcohol as a 
lluuid technically known aB hydratcl 
oxide o( ethyl. It is colorless when 
pure, and very Inflammable, uurnlng 
with a pale blue flame. It Is closely 
allied to such chemical compounds as 
naphtha, turpentine, benzine, iusel oil, 
keiuseiie, aud buiulug Quid, li in 
seldom found pure, usually containing 
from two to fifty per cent, of wator, 
benldes various impurities, thiei 
among which Is lusel oil, another 
variety of alcohol. 

With the exception of air and water, 
no example can be produced in which 
a chemical compound is of servlee in 
tbe vital et;onomy as an artlale of 
hahllual use ; and neither of these 
really enters Into the vital structure 
of the body. The oxygen of the air 
destroys the wuruout .putliuies of the 
hedy, p-nd water is the vehicle by 
wbleb. useful material Is Introduced 
into the hody and circulated through 
It, and impurities and useless particles 
washed out of the tlBSues, and re- 
moved from tie v!t~l domain, 

2. Alcohol Possesses Active Chemic- 
al Properties. — The active chemical 
properties possessed by alcohol render 
it not only unfit for Introduction luto 
the body, hut actually dangerous. As 
we shall hereafter show. Its various 
active chemical and physical proper- 
ties are the means by which it exerts 
go potent an Influence for evil. No 
one would think of making habitual 
use, as a heverage, of sulphuric acid, 
aqua ammonia, or any similar sub- 
stances possessing equally active 
chemical properties, and yet alcohol. 
In. a pure state, is scarcely less active 
than the -suhstances mentioned. 

3. Alcohol is Dealecant— Pure al- 
cohol lii a most powerful drying agent, 
on account of its. great affinity for 
watfcr. So great Is it3 avidity for 
wator ^hat It Is extremely difficult to 
obtain it In a perfectly pure state, 
and It is equally difficult to preserve 
it free from water when it has been 
made so by delicate chemical ' pro- 
ceBBOB. A niece of flesh placed In 
alcohol soon "becomes shrivelled, hard, 
and leathery from the action of the 

This e-.'tlon is read!!? aho?.^ by the 
following simple experiment : 

Place In a goblet the whites of two 
or three eggs, from which the yolks 
have been carefully removed. Now 
add two or three tahlespoonfuls of 
atrong alcohol. In a minute or twi) 
the colorless, transparent albumen 
has become opaque, white, and hard, 
as though It had been dropped In 
boiling water. 



A piece of the most tender steak 
placed In alcohol becomeB, In a few 
days, as tough ae sole-leather. 

It is due, in part, to this desiccating 
or drying property that, alcohol doss 
Its work of destruction upon the blood 
corpuscles, the liver, the hraln, and 
various other parts ot the hody. The 
brain of a hard drinker can be dis- 
tinguished frsm that of a total ab- 
stainer by its hardness. The famous 
anatomist, Hyrtl, asserted that he 
could tell the brain of a drunkard in 
the dissecting-room in the dark, 

4. Alcohol is an Antiseptic. — Al- 
though itself the result of ferwonta- 
tlon, alcohol has the remarkable pro- 
perty of preventing thiB change in 

uLiier bu1jhS,uiicdS. It Lao ucl-ii bukshbl- 
ed thct ihls is an argument In favor 
of Its '.'.se as x. beverage, as (t may 
p re vent the destruction of the tlHBueo, 
and so preserve life. Tbe argument 
Is in the highest degree fallacious. 
Alcohol preserves from decay, but iiot 
from death. 

A few years ago the writer heard 
of an old gentleman who had reached 
tbe advanced age of one hundred and ; 
Geventeen years. Thinking that this 
remarkable age might have been at- 
tained iLlnough temperate habits of 
life, he took considerable pains to 
hunt him up. To his disappointment, 
he learned, hefore seeing the centea- 
rian, that he bad been addicted to the 
uso of whiskey and tohacco for up- 
wards of a century. He found him 
puffing away at » .short pipe, a poor 
shrivelled up caricature of humanity, 
with only a partial semblance of hu- 
man form, quite Incapable of any en- 
joyment but the sort of negative pleas- 
ure afforded by his pipe and toddy ; 
in fact, nothing more or less than a 
human pickle — dead, in a practical 
sense, for thirty or forty years, though 
his friends had neglected to bury him. 
Alcohol makes a very good pickle, 
but human piekles are not useful mem- 
bers of society.

CHAPTER XV.— (Concluded.) 
The Pope bad, in the meantime, 
caused Jean de Brlonne, the father of 
Frledrich's late wife, to raise an army, 
and seize Apulia and Sicily In the 
namo of his Infant grandson, Konrad, 
to whom Friedrlch was bound, thu 
Pope said, to have delivered it up. His 
soldiers were called the Key-bearers, 
as heing Bent forth by the See of Rome, 
and bearing the KeyB of St. Peter 
made in cloth on their Baoulders : but 
they were really only savage, plunder- 
ing men-at-armB, and the people of 
the' country all Joined their Emperw 
gladly in expelling them. The Pope, 
on this, SS.-.-3 up his attempt, and 
peace was made between him and the 
Emperor, in which Gregory declared 
that the treaty with the Sultan was 
the beet that could bave been made, 
and absolved Friedrlch. 

The two had a conference at San 
Germano, but only one thing is known 
tbat was there settlea. The Germans 
had formed an order of soldier-monks, 
like the Templars and HospltallerB, 
for the defence of the Holy Sepulchre; 
but as there were JealousieB between 
the three, Friedrlch wished the Ger- 
mans, who were called Teutonic 
Knights, to be removed from the Holy 
Land, and Bet to flght with tbe hea- 
then Sclavnnlass, in the lands near 
the Baltic, called Borussia (near 
Russia) or Prussia. Their Grand 
Master, Herman von Salza, was made 
a Prince of the Empire, and they were 
to have all the lands they coniioered. 
Friedrlch stayed on In Italy, attend- 
ing a university he bad fcunded at 
NapleB, to which be Invited scholars 
from «!!' p&rts, especially the famous 
Scotsman, Michael Scott, who trans- 
lated Into Latin his Arabic version of 
Aristotle, and was looked on by all 
tbe Ignorant as a great magician. Tlje 
greatest scholar: who grew up at Na- 
ples was St. Thomas Aquinas, a most 
wonderful teacher, whp turned Aris-- 
totle's arguments to teach Christian, 
truth. Frfcrtrich'B court was full of 
learning, eleganee, and poetry, but 
chiefly of a self-indulgent kind. He 
so ioved minstreisy that he gave the 
city of Orange, in bis kingdom of 
Aries, to a troubadour. The minne- 
singer, Walter oi Vogelwiede, died 
about this time, and left lands whose 
produce was to be given to feed his 
fellow-minstrels, the birds at his tomb, 
that so there might' always be their 
sweet music round iiim. 

It was a time of very great beauty 
in everything — poetry, dress, buildings, 
and all. Ono of the luvelieti buildings 
In Germany Is Marburg Cathedral, 
which waB built by Konrad, of Thur- 
ingia, brother of Ludwig, in memory 
of the "dear saint Elisabeth." When 
the news of Ludwig's death had come 
home, Konrad and his mother had 
driven her out with her five babies, 
homeless and wandering, and seized 
the Government, but the harona and 
knights restored 'her little Bon. The 
Emperor wished io marry her, hut 
instead of listening to his messages, 
sbs went Into a convent, where her 
confessor made her use bard discipline 
with herself, and she died when only 
twenty-tour years old. : Thon her 
brother-in-law repented, and built this 
oxQiilslte church In > memory of her. 
This was the time, too, when the two 
orders of friars founded by St. Francis 
and St. Dominic, were trying to teach 
people to love the- world and Its de-
